THE DIFFERENCE. 


The abolition of slavery hat pro- 


dnoed many changes in the Southern 
States, bnt there is too much of the 
spirit that animated the leading men 
of that section before the rebellion 
still left. The education of the 
whole people was against the policy 
of the men who ruled the South. 
Almost every day they had the fact 
demobstrated tbat a very little 
education made a negro ran away, 
and now and then some poor white 
boy wonld raise above the poverty 
and ignorance of his class, and, after 
a hard straggle, win a place in soci- 
ety and in politics beside the plant 
era' eons. Charles I. or Louis XIV 
were no stronger in their belief in 
the divine right of the King than 
were the old slave-holding aristocracy 
of the South, only it was niggers, 
uot birth, on which they stood. 
Af- 


ter fifteen years of freedom, and i 
trial of public schools nnder the first 
governments that were established 
after the war, we still find the same 
old class prejudice against education 
manifested whenever the ex-slave- 
holders get into power. These men 
are all Democrats, they all say 
"whar,"and "bar," and "far;" be 
lieve public schools to be an instru- 
ment of the devil, or his agents, the 
Abolitionists. 
With a soil and oli 


mate unsurpassed, traversed by no 
ble rivers, that bear their products 
to the marts of the whole world, the 
Southern States are a long way be- 
hind tneir Northern sisters in every- 
thing that makes a people great 
Why is this? Why does the State 
of Maine support two colleges in ev 
ery way worthy of the ntme, over 
twenty academies, and it every vil 
lage a high school? Why does she 
send ont every year men to fill high 
and honorable offices in other btstes' 
Her soil is mostly poor, her climate 
rigorous, her best farms long ago 
settled, bnt her true greatness i» the 
strength and intelligence of her pop 
nlation, she is ahead of any Southern 
State. The one bw been ruled by a 
race claiming the absolute equality 
of all men before t'ue law as the car 
dinal principle of all just govern 
ments, and popular education the 
duty of governments, while the othei 
denied both these principles. Tbi 
lessons of the war have not yet been 
fully learned. Whenever the olc 
Democracy gets the power they show 
tbat they are animated by the sami 
old principles. Look at this picture 
Maice, with a school population o 
les* than two hundred and twenty 
tbonoand, in 1876 expended abon 
one and a quarter millions of Hollars 
for the maintainance of her public 
schools; the same year, Mississippi 
with a school population of more 
than three hundred and fifty thou 


I, expended only a little more 


than three hundred and fifty thon 
sand dollars for tbat purpose. When 
the Republicans were in power in 
the last named State, the school ex 
penses were over one million of d»l 
lars per annnm. Tbe Democrats 
upon coming into p?wer began the 
work of reform by catting down tn 
school expenses. This is bnt one 
instance. la every State lately in 
rebellion the Republicans came into 
power at the close of the war, ant 
one of their first acts was to establish 
a system of public schools.
